1, The National Psychological Strategy Board has asked that an 
effort be made to search out and describe such intelligence materials 
as ray be available concerning German and Japanese psychological warfare 
operations in world *>ar lie The primary purpose is to gain information 
concerning German and Japanese basic assumptions as to the predispositions 
and vulnerabilities of their target populations,, 

2 0 There is general belief that important materials bearing upon 
this subject were collected during and after the close of hostilities, 
and that they may still be held, perhaps under conditions of dcau storage, 
in the custody of the several Defense Departments and the Department of 
State, It is possible that important materials of the sort desired are 
still in the custody of FiCOM and of the several commands in iJurope „

this subject have been compiled. 


4o It is requested that each of the addressee agencies provide for 
GIA brief description of ouch files known to it as night be of value in 
meeting the needs of the National Psychological Strategy Board,
